New Tax Rate 
Becomes Law 


An ordinance fixing the Sierra 
Madre city tax rate at $1.90 per 
$100 of assessed valuation was 
finally adopted by the city coun. 
ell Tuesday evening and signed 
by Mayor Froehlich. It calls for 
the raising by taxation of $55,- 
394.79. The five-cent reduction 
under the rate for 1943-44 was 
accomplished by cutting five 
cents off the appropriation for 
sinking fund and interest 
charges. Last year 65 cents per 
$100 of assessed valuation was 
raised for this purpose. For the 
current year the rate Is 60 cents. 

The permissable maximum of 
a dollar per $100 of assessed 
valuation for the general fund 
which finances the fire, police, 
street and other services, is con¬ 
tinued. The library fund remains 
at the 19 cents fixed last year 
and the park fund is continued 
at last year's 11 cents. 

The council instructed its at¬ 
torney to prepare a new five- 
year lease on the city hall base- 
r.ient for the American Legion 
post.

SIERRA MADRE FIGHTING MAN 
TELLS OF NIGHTLY RACE FOR LIFE 
WHEN JERRIES “COME OVER” 


A nightly race for life by 
American soldiers of the Army 
of invasion in France is graphi¬ 
cally described in a letter just 
received by Mrs. Robert Orme of 
the Trail Inn from her step¬ 
brother, Warrant Officer Ruben 
Weiss, somewhere in France. 
Weiss is a son of the late Lizzie 
Weiss, who established the inn, 
and lived here until the death of 
his mother. He wrote, in part, 
as follows: 

“I haven’t had a glass or what 
I would call beer since I left the 
United States. The English made 
a sort of flat liquid they call 
‘mild’ or ’bitter.' It was so ter¬ 
rible none of the Americans 
drank it, and it would take two 
gallons more than I could hold— 
to get a little tight. 

“It’s rough as hell here. The 
Jerries come over every night. I 
haven't had a full night’s sleep 
for so long I’m really going dead 
on my feet. Last night was a 
little quiet, but I’ve been so keyed 
up that I can’t sleep just want 
up every few minutes. 

"It's starting to get dark again. 
It is going on 10 p.m. About 
another hour or so. as soon as it 
is dark, the Nazis come over. 
We can tell their planes because 
the motors have an odd whine. 
It scares the-out of a per¬ 

son to lie in bed and hear the 
ack-acks start pounding in the 
distance and gradually get closer 
and closer. You hear the roar 
of the planes, then the thunder 
of guns all around you. The 


roar of the planes gets louoer 
until they are directly overhead. 
You have been waiting to make 
sure they are coming your way 
and when the motors get loud, 
you've waited long enough. 

“You dive for your foxhole or 

trench and hope to - nothing 

lands too close. The flak whls. 
ties and whines through the air—■ 
you hear the branches of trees 
around you crack and fall to the 
ground as flying shrapnel cuts 
them. You’re down In your hole 
hugging the ground, with your 
heart pumping double time and 
the blood pounding your cars! 
Then they pass—or they have so 
far and you crawl out of your 
hole and climb back in your bed¬ 
roll until the next bunch comes 
over and you repeat the perform¬ 
ance. 

“When morning finally comes, 
the guards have to shake

"Another valuable factor in our 
good results' is the rapid evacua¬ 
tion, largely by air. We are able 
to put patients in clean, comfort¬ 
able beds for definite and pro. 
longed care and rest, sometimes 
in eight to 12 hours after injury. 
The majority of patients can be 
held up and are moved over a 
long period of time but do get 
adequate care. The value of our 
evacuation, I believe, has now 
been- established. 

"Our hospital is situated In a 
very pretty spot—a picturesque 
setting ... I have two wards, 
with probably some of the worst 
injuries. Most of the boys do 
well and are in good spirits. One 
of my duties is to keep after the 
boys and make them write home 
to tell their folks the nature of 
their injuries. 

"I have been quite persistent 
in this for I know the War De. 
partment cannot go into much 
detail which leaves the relatives 
worried. I believe it is best for 
a wounded boy to tell his rela¬ 
tives. The truth must be facet! 
sooner or later and everyone feels 
relieved after the initial shock is 
over. Those boys who are too 
seriously injured to return to 
duty here are returned to an 
Army hospital nearest their home, 
so that their relatives may visit 
them. 

"Everyone tries to render ser- 
| vice to these wounded boys -al- 
j though at times they may not 
think so. There are always situa- 
I tions whereby some schedule does 
j not carry through. Very often 
: the reason is not apparent even 
i to the hospital authorities, but 
we all try to make them happy. 

"The Red Cross furnishes va.

M ORE about Australia. In 1901 the colonies 
which make up that land were organized 
into the Commonwealth of Australia, with 
a federal government having an elected Senate 
and House. Australia is now a fully self-governing 
nation, a Sovereign State, as are Canada, New 
Zealand, South Africa and Eire. Each is gov. 
erned solely by its own parliament, as Britain is 
by the British Parliament, and Britain ranks no 
more than the equal of each. They are not even 
allied, or federated as are our States, though they 
consult one another occasionally. These States 
make up the British Commonwealth of Nations. 
Each or all can be neutral in time of war. South 
Africa nearly became so. They can raise tariffs 
against one another. They may secede if they 
wish. Eire did so. The States, or dominions, as 
they are called, have tariffs which exclude some 
British goods. London cannot make or alter these 
tariffs. Australia is a free, self-governing Sov¬ 
ereign State. 

T HE question might occur to someone: "What 
about India?” We digress for a moment. 
Three-fourths of India is called British India. 
One-fourth consists of Indian States of 93 million 
people, ruled by Indian Princes. Eleven provinces 
of British India are administered by Indian Min. 
isters from legislatures elected by Indians. The 
Viceroy has a council of 14 members, 10 of whom 
are Indians. The policy as stated in 1917 was 
to be "the increasing association of Indians in ev¬ 
ery branch of the administration and the gradual 
development of self-government.” Britain’s offer 
is now an all-Indian council, except for a Com- 
mander-in.Chief for the duration, and an offer to 
accept any constitution that the major political 
parties agree upon after the war, transferring the 
present government to the new one set up by 
the Indians themselves. The new governmnt may 
decide whether to become a dominion, like Aus¬ 
tralia or Canada, or several dominions, or leave 
the British Commonwealth. 

T HE Commonwealth of Australia having been 
established, a flag was chosen in 1901, after 
a competition in which 30,000 suggesttions 
from all over the world were submitted. The 
winning design was that by Ivor Evans, a 14- 
year-old school boy. It has the Union Jack in 
the upper right-hand corner. Below the Union 
Jack is a large seven.pointed star, one point for 
each of the States and the seventh for territories 
(Northern and New Guinea). At the left are five 
stars representing the Southern Cross. With a 
red field the flag may be used by anyone; with 
a blue field, only by the government. The Evans 
boy submitted both versions.

In support of his accusation, the Texas con¬ 
gressman has submitted telephone and telegraph 
records showing frequent communication between 
the CIO political arm and 77 persons employed 
in various federal agencies. One C. B. Baldwin, 
assistant chairman of the Political Action Com¬ 
mittee, is alleged by Dies to have remained on 
the federal payroll for five months after assuming 
his post with the CIO political group. 

Whether the charges are proved true or false, 
it is evident that a close and disturbing relation¬ 
ship exists between many high government offi¬ 
cials and the CIO Political Action Committee, de. 
scribed by Dies as being "in complete collabera. 
tion with the Communists and their allied organ¬ 
izations in this country." 

One is not bound at this time to accept, the 
Dies definition of the CIO-PAC as a Communist 
affiliate, though it is clearly a special political 
pressure group. And when a pressure group— 
right wing or lgft wing—is so intimately in con¬ 
sultation with so many key officials in our gov¬ 
ernment, the public needs to know about it. 

If, knowing the facts, the public approves of 
the collaboration, it will support in office those 
officials who are party to it (and, if consistent, 
cause the repeal of the Hatch Act which would 
prohibit such actions). If on the other hand, the 
public still frowns on public officials too amenable 
to outside pressure and all its implications, the 
voting machinery to correct the situation is at 
hand. 

Whatever the truth may be, a thorough.going 
investigation is in order, for the public can act 
only when it knows the facts. We want no gov. 
ernment by subterfuge here.

TIME NOW TO BEGIN 

Last year many thousands of our boys on for¬ 
eign battlefields had a pretty bleak Christmas. 
Too many were not remembered by their families 
at home, and almost as many others lost the joy 
of knowing they were much in the thoughts of 
their loved ones by not receiving gifts which were 
carefully selected but carelessly mailed. 

Delay and loss were caused by those who waited 
too late to mail packages, wrapped them insecure¬ 
ly, addressed them incorrectly or forgot the rules 
on the size of parcels and on dangerous or dam- 
aging items prohibited from overseas mail. The 
boys in the camps here at home can have just as 
forlorn a Christmas as those abroad, if they are 
not remembered; however, the time is not so short 
for domestic mailing. 

It’s time now to begin thinking about Christmas 
packages for members of the armed services over, 
seas. In order to insure delivery early and In 
good order, Postmaster General Walker has an¬ 
nounced that such packages must be mailed be¬ 
tween September 15 and October 15. He recom¬ 
mends strict adherence to these mailing rules so 
that loved ones overseas may not be disappointed: 

1. Addresses of the sender and addressee should 
be written inside the package as well outside 
in case the outside wrapper is lost. 

2. Containers made of metal, wood or fibre- 
board are preferable. 

3. Parcels must not exceed five pounds, nor 
be more than 36 inches in length and girth com. 
bined. 

4. “Christmas parcel” should be plainly marxed 
on the outside. 

5. One sender may mail no more than one par¬ 
cel per week to the same addressee- 

6. Perishable goods, intoxicants, inflammable 
materials and anything that may damage other 
mall may not be sent. 

Those rules should be clipped and saved by all 
who intend to send Christmas presents to mem¬ 
bers of the armed services overseas. And practi¬ 
cally every one of us, even if we have no membr 
of our immediate family in uniform, can think of 
somebody whose Christmas will be broughter be¬ 
cause we remembered.

WARS BREED BOOMS 

A favorite topic of serious discussions today is 
the possibility of a postwar depression. It may 
me of interest, therefore, to report a point of view 
which departs widely from current pessimism on 
the postwar outlook. 

Dr. Melchior Palyi of Wisconsin and Chicago 
Universities points out in Barron’s magazine that 
the fear of postwar depression is generally based 
on what happened in 1920-21, when there occurred 
a sudden break in commodity and securities prices, 
accompanied by a wave of bankruptcies and un¬ 
employment. But it seems to be forgotten, says 
Dr. Palyi, that this slump lasted only about a year 
or less, and gave place to the longest peacetime 
boom in American history. Nor is it remembered 
that even the 1920-21 slump was not at all an 
immediate postwar depression. It actually fol¬ 
lowed two years of postwar boom. 

Historically it is a fact, he says, that major 
wars (and earthquakes!) breed booms, not depres¬ 
sions. The Crimean War in 1857 and the Austro. 
Prussian War in 1866 were succeeded by waves 
of prosperity for all the belligerents. A boom 
in Europe followed the Franco-Prussian War of 
1871. Another example, which he cites in the 
latest article, is the boom that resulted in Japan, 
after a recession of only one year, from the 1923 
earthquake,
